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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kobayashi et al., JP 2000-80232 A. See formulae 9-12 and paragraph 10. 

Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP § 201.15. 

EP 969 329 A is cited by the EPO in a corresponding application filed with that 
office as being especially germane to the claimed invention but the Examiner disagrees 
at least for the reason that there appears to be no mention of a polystyrene side chain 
anywhere in that disclosure.
